NAVY STANDS THE TEST WELL'

Daniels Satisfied with Way Situation
is Handled.

WASHINGTON. D. C, April 30.-S- eC-

retary of the Navy Daniels Issued a
statement today In which lia said that if
the operations In Mexico huvo no ptber
results, they ltae servod to test' out
tho organization and prcparcdtuvia of tho
navy.

"It Is now wall known," the secretary
said, "that President Wilson Issued, or-
ders at 4 o'clock in the morning to iMxo
tho customs house at Vera Cms. Al
most Immediately tho machinery was l ut
In motion for mrrtlng tho tdtuutlou thus
created. Ships were chartered to (Mry
awny tho refugees, supplies were bhlpped
by the thousands of tons, ship after nhlp
was fitted out. received Its officers,
crew nnd stores and slipped awny tu
tho south with hardly a rlpplo of con-
fusion.

"When tho order to take Vera Cms
vaa given only tho uctlvo fleet was In

service. During the next four day tho
number of ships In servlco was nearly
doubted. Tho colliers and supply ships
were loaded and sent away. Some nro
already returning for their second cargo.
The marines were gathered from widely
scattered points, collected at tho navV
yards from which the ships wero start-
ing and marched on board.

"To tho casual observer tho navy yords
appeared as scenes of the greatest activ-
ity, but It waa dono without confusion,
Ono event fallowed another with great
rapidity, uut with orderly sequence.

"The newest dreadnought, tho New
York, sailed from Its home yard com-
plete and ready In every respect, exactly
ten days after first hoisting Its flag nnd
going Into commission. Gunboats, which
had long been laid upiln reserveere
placed in full commission, took on coal
and stores, nnd left ns a rule, within
forty-eig- hours of tho receipts of their
orders. .

"Many unforeseen' contingencies arose,
as must always be the cose, but-non- e

which can not be overcome by the
energies of tho officers and men. The
cotttmandants of tho various navy yards
vi era unflagging In their activity and In
all respects as regards material, the navy
nan found ready. Among the first ar-
ticles supplied when It waa found that
the bluejackets wero to bo landed were
10,000 yarda of mosquito netting and &)
pounds of bug powder."

Tho secretary added that he still "Blood
pnt" on the ip program.

Mexico City Hears
Manzanillo Shelled;

Daniels Incredulous
MKXICO CITY, April neral

Aurellano Blanquet, minister of war, an-
nounced today he had received from
General Jose Maria Mler, a telegram
stating that the port of Manzanillo on
the Pacific coast had been bombarded
yesterday by an American warship.

According to General Mler's message
the warship entered Manzanillo harbor at
4 o'clock In the afternoon on April 28.
At 4:80 the telegraphers left their post
carrying their Instruments with them and
at 6 o'clock the bombardment began.

The tolegrnm says tho wharves and
adjoining buildings were destroyed.

A dispatch from Oaxaco says Ameri-
can marines landed at Sallna Cruz to-
day after the American commander had
threatened to open fire on the port In
case the Mexican officials offered re-
sidence,
